Messrs. HITT and CLAY, of the H. R , an- 
nounced the readiness of the H. R. to adjourn, 
and that tbey had also appointed a committee to 
wait on the Governor slid inform him that the 
Legislature was ready to adjourn. 

Whereupon, on motion ol Mr. JOHNSON, a 
committee was appointed by the Speaker to act 
with the H. R. committee, to wait on the Gov- 
ernor. 

Messrs. JOHNSON, BRUNER and READ 
constituted the committee. 

Mr. GILLISS arose and said: 

Mr. Shaker — I see in the innruiog prints of 
the city chronicling our action here on Saturday 
a resolutian of this body , thanking and compli- 
menting me for the manner in which I have en 
deavored to discharge the duties assigned me as 
chairman ot the joint committee on Enrollments. 
As the moment of our final adjournment is near 
at hand, 1 trust I shall be indulged by the Seoate 
in a few remarks dictated to my feelings by the 
resolution referred to. 

Highly complimentary, sir, as is this reBolu 
tion, and gratifying as I acknowledge it to be to 
my feelings, indorsed as it is by this body, still, 
sir, 1 could not have desired that my humble ef- 
forts to discharge my duty here in the humble 
sphere assigned me, should have been thus con 
spicuously marked out and honored by the Senate 
whilst the labors of other Senators on this floor, 
who have labored with zeal, energy and untiring 
industry, and doubtless with far greater success 
and ability in the diversified fields of our labors 
and duties here, should remain unmarked and uu 
noticed by this Senate. 

Whilst I receive this testimonial of the ap- 
preciation in which the Senate holds my humble 
effort* to be useful to this body and to our com 
mon constituency with sreatfut feelings, it has, 
•ir, to me an additional priceless and inapprecia 
ble value. Coming from the source whence it 
eminates; offered as it is here by the distinguish- 
ed and accomplished Senator from Kenton; a 
Senator whose party political tenets and my own 
are known here to be widely separated as the 
ice-clad poles with a burning zone between, yet, 
sir, to that Senator, to his acknowledge ability, 
bis enlarged and liberal views, and ripe experi 
euce, iu most of the leading questions of gener- 
al legislation for the State, (outside of our re- 
spective party faiths,) to him I have looked as to 
my political mentor. 

If, sir, any real merit attaches to the efforts of 
the Enrolling committee to discharge its duties 
successfully, it is in a very eminent degree at- 
tribulable to the faithful, prompt and energetic 
manner in which the chairman of the joint com- 
mittee was aided and sustained, by the members 
of the committee of the House of Representa 
lives, all of whom discharged their duties with 
great promptitude; and without intendinc any 
invidious distinction, I may be permitted to men- 
tion the accomplished chairman of the House 
branch of the joint committee, the Representa- 
tive from Hickman, the young and talented Rep 
resentatire from Boone, and the Representatives 
from Breckiuridge, Fleming, Nelson, Lewis and 
the senior Representative from Shelby. 

Passing, Mr. Speaker, from a further notice 
of the resolution, permit me to avail myself of 
the present moment to return to the honored 
Speaker, and every member of the Senate, my 
heartlelt and sincere thanks for the continued 
kindness they have at all times, and on all occas- 
ions, duriue our associated labors here, bestowed 
upon me. Soon, sir, we are to go hence to a 
happy reunion with family and friends. I to my 
far off borne in the distant mountains, where I 
shall bear with me, lir, fresh and ever endur- 
ing the fond recollection of the happy associa 
tions I have formed with Senators here; associa 
tioos and attachments which will last with life, 
and die only when the last pulse of life shall 
ceaae to throb within the core of this bosom. 

Permit me to say to my brother Senators pres- 
ent, and to all with whom I have had the honor 
to serve, that when we part, be assured that you 
each curry with you the profound respect, the 
sincere friendship, and devoted attachment of 
one whose highest ambition is that it should 
be said of him, as Philips said of Napoleon, 
"That he never forsook a friend, nor forgot a 
favor.'' 

A MES8A0E FROM THE II. R. 

Was received by the clerk, announcing that 
the H. R. had received official information that 
the Governor had signed and approved a large 
number of House bills. 

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

A message was received from the Governor, 
uominating a number of gentlemen as notaries 
public, and the nominations were confirmed by 
the Senate. 

Also a message from the Governor, announc- 
ing that he had signed and approved a number 
of bills which originated in the Senate. 

A MESSAGE OF THE II. R. 

Was received, announcing that the H. K. bad 
concurred in the Senate's amendment to the bill 
to better organize the Militia of the State. 

In a short time the hill was reported correctly 
enrolled, and the Speaker signed it. 

In a short time after the Senate was informed 
that the Governor bad approved and signed the 
bill. 

The committee appointed to wail on the Gov- 
ernor, reported that tbey had performed that 
duty, and that he had informed them that he had 
signed and approved the bills before him, and 
bad no further official communication to make 
<o the Legislature. That be expressed his re 
gret at parting with the members of the Legis- 
lature, and wished each of them health and hap- 
piness, and a safe and happy return to the bosom 
of their respective families. 

Mr. BRUNER then moved that the Senate 
adjourn tint die: carried. 

The Speaker delivered the following valedie 
tory address: 

Gentlemen of the Senate: The time for us 
to separate has come, and it is to me, as it doubt- 
less is to you, attended with mingled feelings of 
pleasure and regret. Of pleasure, because it 
releases us from arduous labors, and assures us 
that the hour draws near when we shall greet our 
friends at home, and once more embrace those 
who have around our own firesides so anxiously 
awaited our return. 

It is to me a moment of regret. 1 separate 
from those endeared to me by constant acts of 
kindness, by uniform courtesies, and by a strict 
observance of those rules so necessary to the 
government and good order of all deliberative 
bodies. Without the aid thus generously given, 
the position of presiding officer over this body' 
so delicate and responsible, would have been any 
thing bnt a pleasant one. 

The incident* of the session which is about to 
close, and the associations connected with them, 
will ever b* treasured among the most pleasing 
reminisences of the past: and whatever may be 



my future fortunes — wheu I look back over the 
past no period of my life will be recurred to with 
more pleasure. 

You have labored long, and with fidelity to 
the best interests of your constituents. You 
have been in these labors actuated by but one 
motive— the common good. You have had but 
one object in view — the glory, prosperity, and 
happiness of our beloved Commonwealth. You 
have enacted many laws, among them some of 
the utmost importance to the people of Kentucky. 
I trust I will be excused for referring more par- 
ticularly to those passed during the present ses- 
sion, immediately connected with, and intended 
»o improve the common school system. Far 
more interesting are those laws and that system 
to the people of the State than all others — 
Many years ago the idea was conceived, and 
years after the system was inaugurated; but like 
many other noble systems, on account of unwise 
legislation and other causes unnecessary to de- 
tail, it languished even before it had emerged 
from its infancy. The patriotic framers of 
our present constitution, deeply impressed with 
the importance of the subject, and the necessity 
of rescuing the fund set apart for its support 
from the control and caprice of the Legislature, 
wisely incorporated into that instrument a pro- 
vision declaring that that fund should be forever 
held sacred. Since that time the system has 
steadily prospered. The people having confi 
deuce in its stability have generously taken up- 
on themselves the burden of taxation for its 
support, and they will, in pursuauce of an act 
passed this winter, again be called upon to as- 
sume further burdens of that kind, and they 
will, in my opinion, cheerfully respond to the 
call. 

This beneficent system will prove a blessing to 
this and future generations. Learning is now, 
and will continue to be, within the reach of the 
humblest child of the humblest parent. Educa- 
tion, with alt its attendant blessings, will be dif- 
fused throughout the land, and our Government, 
based, ns if is, on the principles of civil and re 
ligious liberty, with its honors open to all, will 
be more firmly established iu the hearts of a 
free and intelligent people 

Those now living, and those to come after us, 
will invoke blessings upon the philautropiel who 
conceived the plan, upon the statesmen who 
made it as lasting as the constitution itself, and 
upon those who have 90 generously fostered it. It 
ll, and will continue to be, a proud monument to 
its authors, to the framers of the constitution, 
and to those whose generous impulsed and wise 
statesmanship hare made it to prosper. May 
it be perpetual. 

Senators, I have already detained you too 
long with a subject that may not be considered 
appropriate upou an occasion like this. That 
word, "that hath been and will be," a word so 
often the last between friends, must now be 
spoken. Farewell, farewell, to each one of you. 
May God bless you and yours. 

I now declare this Senate adjourned tint die. 



IN HOUSE OK REPRESENTATIVES. 

Monday, March 6, I860. 
No minister present. 

The reading of the Journal of Saturday was 
dispensed with. 

A Senate bill for the benefit of the Tate's 
Creek turnpike road company: passed, 

A message was received from the senate, by 
Mr. JOHNSON, informing the House that tbey 
had closed their legislative business, and were 
now ready to adjourn, and had appointed a com 
mittee to wait on the Governor and inform him 
of that fact, and to know if he had any commu 
nication to make to eitner House. Messrs. 
HITT and CLAY were appointed a committee 
on the part of this House to wait, upon the Gov- 
ernor. 

After a short lime, Mr. HITT, from said com 
mittee, informed the House that the committee 
bad performed that duty, and were informed by 
the Governor that he had no other communica 
tion to make to either House, and tbey had been 
requested by bim to wish each member of the 
House a safe and speedy return to their homes 
and constituents. 

Mr. BUCKNER offered tbe following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, viz: 

Rttohtd, That when the Public Printer prints 
the Geological Reports under tbe order of the 
Senate, be shall also print twenty copies of 
said report for each member of this House. 

.Mr. GOOULOE offered tbe following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted, viz: 

Retohtd, That the thanks of this House are 
justly due, and are hereby tendered to W. D. Lan- 
nom, the accommodating chairman, and to the 
several members of the Enrolling committee 
thereof, for the fidelity and energy with which 
they have discharged their onorous and respon 
sible duties; and also to Isaac Wingate. jr., 
clerk to said committee. 

KENTUCKY M1UTIA. 

The House then took up tbe bill to better or- 
ganize tbe Kentucky Militia, together with tbe 
substitute adopted for the same by the Senate. 

The question was then taken on the adoption 
of the substitute. 

Mr. SHAW HAN. demanded the yeas and nays, 
but could not obtain a second. 

Tbe question being taken, the substitute was 
adopted- 
Mr. HITT moved that the House adjourn tint 
die. 

Before announcing the vote, the Speaker ad 
dressed the House as follows: 

Gentlemen: To me this is a solemn occasion. 
Three months since we met together strangers to 
each other, and after a service of three months 
together in this Hall, we part as friends; and it 
is truly gratifying to me to reflect, that although 
party strife bas prevailed, that though rival in 
tereats have come into collision in debate, yet no 
feeling of acrimony remains. It is truly re 
markable and equally gratifying to reflect that 
one hundred men should be assembled together 
so long, representing rival interests and parties, 
and that perfect good feeling and friendship 
should uniformly prevail; this, gentlemen, is 
creditable and highly honorable to all. 

This has been a laborious and arduous session, 
and I hope that our labors will redound to the 
honor and credit of us all* and my thanks are 
due to each member for the uniform kindness 
and courtesy with which I have been treated. 

In conclusion, allow me, gentlemen, to hope 
that ou your return to your respective homes, you 
may find your families and friends in the enjoy- 
ment of health and happiness, and that you all 
may receive tbe cheering welcome, "well done 
thou good and faithful servant." It now becomes 
my duty to pronounce this House adjourned with- 
out day. 



Shooting Affair — An altercation occurred be- 
tween two young gentlemen of this county on 
Sunday night last, Mr. Ben. Williams and Mr. 
Robert G. Stoner, which resulted in the latter 
being wounded with a pistol ball in the neck by 
the lormer, but not dangerously, as we are grat 
ified to learn- Mr. Williams also received sev- 
eral severe wounds in tbe affray. Mr. S., though 
laid up, is rapidly recovering. The cause of 
tbe difficulty wero some thoughtless words 
spoken in the parlor a short time previous. — 
Their trial will come off as soon as Mr. Stoner 
has improved more. 

J. N. B. Hardwick, Esq., of Powell, was shot 
on Sunday night last on the street of Stanton by 
a young man bv the name of Firman. He was 
shot through the breast and through the loins, 
and his recovery is considered doubtful, as we 
learn from Dr. Drake, one of the attendiug phy- 
sicians. Mr. H. is a leading citizen of Powell 
county, and a reliable and clever gentleman, and 
this*affair is deeply to be lamented. The shoot- 
ing, we understand, was one of the moat cow- 
ardly and unprovoked acts that ever occurred, 
and perfectly unexpected to Mr. Hardwick, 
who is a brave and courageous man.

ITEMS BY TELEGRAPH. 

New Yoyk, March 3. 

The Timts' Washington correspondent savs 
the President had a long interview with Maj. 
Gratton to day, and expressed his regret at be 
ing unable to afford Texas any protection be 
yond that already on the frontier. 

Clerks were employed till a late hour last 
night in the State Department copying Governor 
Houston's dispatches, and they were communi- 
cated to the Senate to day without any message 
on the subject from Mr. Buchanan. These doc- 
uments may lead to the passage of Mr. Wigfall's 
amendment appropriating $1,500,000 for a regi- 
ment of Texan rangers. 

Gov. Houston has received more than eighty 
applications from gentlemen desiring to raise 
volunteers. He has advised that such compa- 
nies be raised and officered in every frontier 
county, and that a syBtem of espionage be agreed 
upon and that in case of alarm, pursuit be given 
and the invaders and thieves, whether Indians or 
whites in tbe garb of Indians, be exterminated. 
There are already nine organized companies in 
the field A truly alarming condition of af 
fairs on the Western frontier of Texas is repre 
sented 



Melancholy Fate of John P. Dosyns or 
Maysville. — In reply to a notice whioh has ap 
peared in the papers asking for information as to 
John P. Dobyns, Esq , president of the branch of 
the Farmers' Bank at Maysville, who left home 
io October last for St. Louis, the following let- 
ter appears in the Democrat of that city: 

Having noticed a paragraph in the Dtmocrat 
concerning the sudden disappearance from St 
Louis of this gentleman, early in November 
last, I have to inform you that a gentleman 
named Jobn P. Dobyns died in our county hos 
pital, at Belleville, early in that month. From 
papers left by him it is evident that he is the 
man referred to. 

Tbe superintendent, Mr. Kelly, reports to ine 
that iu November last Mr. Dobyns was brought 
to tbe hospital from East St. Louis, where he 
had stopped the night before at a house called 
the KaVt St. Louis Hotel, kept by a Mr. Dowd 
or Dow. He had crossed the river with some 
friends who were departing by railroad, and af 
tc-r taking leave of them he appears to have been 
detained till tbe ferry ceased to run for the night. 
He went to the hotel named above, and there, 
about two o'clock in the morning, as reported liy 
the landlord, he fell from an upper story window 
some thirty feet to the ground, and broke his 
arm. He was conveyed on the same morning to 
our county hospital, where he died in a few. days 
of apoplexy. When brought to Belleville he had 
no money nor valuables with him. He received 
every attention that skill and kindness could sug 
gest from the superintendent, Wm. Kelly, and 
the physicians, Drs. II. II. & J. A. Roman.

Purtuit of a Husband — The Albion Daily 
American relates the following singular and 
rather startling adventure: 

An engagement was enforced in the town of 
Yates, the present week, iu rather a peculiar. If 
not in an entirely agreeable manner. 

One Daniel H. Houseman removed to Michi- 
gan from Yates some four or live years since.

The instrument of death was immedi 
ately lowered, and tbe couple were soon on their 
way to the residence of the father of Houseman. 
What then transpired was not known to our in- 
format. 

Houseman is about 35 years of age. The 
lady, whose name we did not obtain, is consid- 
erably youuger. 

The matter has excited unusual interest in 
that quiet town. 

Bathing Below the Zeros.- Tne Boston Bee 
says: 

We stated, the other day, that a Dr. Mayo G. 
Smith, of Newburyport, had accustomed himself 
to bathe in the open or icy, as it might be, river, 
during the winter. In a letter to the Herald of 
that city he says: "This is the fourth winter I 
have bathed in the river or sea since my return 
to tbe United States. I have run five miles, di 
vested myself of clothing, dashed into the river, 
swam amid ice cakes, then dressed and ran two 
miles home. I have dived into the stream from 
the end of a pier seven to fifteen feet into the 
channel, whose rapid surreal and tidal motiou 
ordinarily prevented freezing — or if frozen, I 
have cut the ice, anal at no time this or the pre- 
ceding winter have I been sheltered by house or 
shed; but after a bath such is the warmth that 
summer clothing would suffice for covering. — 
The coldest morning it was 15- 1 below zero, or 
47 t below freezing point. I usually run a couple 
of miles, use flesh brush and towels, sometimes 
stand in the snow, frequently dry myself iu cold 
northeast winds. I take no beverage, no coffee, 
tea, or spirituous drinks; nor do I use tobacco. I 
never feel cold after leaving the water; never 
suffer from colds; never have coughs; 1 never 
had disease of any kind; no aches; no pains 
My bathing time is by or before sunrise.

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ET Some time aijo ibe Puducab Herald cou- 
tained au article abusing u« for publishing a call 
for a meeting of the "Opposition to the profli- 
gacy aod reckless extravagance of the present 
Administration, to the secewion glare-trading 
Democracy, and to Northern Abolitionism " 
Well! what of it! We have succeeded in 
proving to the satisfaction of every one not wil- 
fully obtuse that the present Administration baa 
been both "profligate and extravagant," and we, 
in common with every one outside of the Dem- 
ocratic party and all honest men in it, are op- 
posed to such practices. We are also opposed 
to the secession Democracy, aud cannot regard 
them in anv other light than as traitors! Is the 
Herald in faior of secession? The Opposition 
party of Kentucky are opposed to the renewal 
of the (African) slave trade, and no man not 
destitute of the commonest feelings of humani- 
ty, is iu favor of that abominable traffic, which 
i hristiaoity all over the world has branded as 
piracy.

Address and Platform of the Tennessee 
Opposition. 

We publish below the Platform and extended 
extracts from the Address of the Slate Conven 
tion of the Opposition of Tennessee: 

The members of this Convention, choseu in 
primary meetings of the people in their respect- 
ive counties, and representing the sentiments 
and opinions of all those, whether Whigs, Dem- 
ocrats, or Americans iu times past, who view 
with concern and not without alarm the present 
political condition of the country, have convened 
for the purpose of taking counsel together and 
to adopi such measures as may appear best to 
awaken the sleeping patriot and arouse the in- 
different to a sense of the impending dangers, 
and to unite their energies to save the country 
from the disorganizing and revolutionary spirit 
of the times. Tbey believe that the time has 
come aud will not brook postponement, when, if 
ever, the progress ol abuses aud corruption in 
our Government which all history shows are the 
parents and forerunners of revolution and an 
arcby may be stayed, if they cannot be eraJi 
cated. 

That we may not be accused of exaggerating 
the exteut of the existing abuses and disorders 
in the body politic, and of overrating their dis- 
astrous and baneful consequences, a brief, enu 
mention and description of some of the more 
promineut of them will be submitted to the 
judgment of the people, who alone can apply 
the remedy. 

A little more than thirty years ago the editor 
of a newspaper in New Hampshire, who had 
rudely assailed the character of a Secretary of 
State, was denied the publishing of the laws of 
Congress, a job insignincaut iu value, which bad 
been accorded to him under previous adminis- 
trations. This was denounced at the time by 
J,be whole opposition as an act of tyranny aud 
abuse of executive patronage — an attack upon 
the freedom of the press — upon liberty itself, in 
poisoning the fountain from which was derived 
one of its chief supports. At this day, strange 
as it may appear, without, any change in the 
form of Government, important public offices 
are frequently bestowed upon the proprietors 
and editors of public journals iu the interest of 
the administration, and jobs and contracts meted 
out lo them, or the profits of them, amounting 
sometimes to thousands, distributed among them 
without scruple, and under Executive influence 
and direction. 

Under the maxims and teachings of Jefl'ersou, 
confirmed by the practice of Madison, Monroe, 
and J. Q. Adams, the freedom of political opin- 
ion was held to be of so sacred aod important 
character in a Republic that in a period of thirty 
years proscription or removals from offico for 
opinion's sake were unknown. During the same 
period of time the preservation of the purity 
and independence of the elective franchise was 
held to be so important that the interference of 
Federal officers iu elections, State or National, 
was forbidden according to the teachings of Jef- 
ferson, who announced that such interference 
would be held just cause of removal. 

But soon after the close of the period to which 
reference bad been made, the wholesome doc- 
trines ad sentiments of Jefferson and of his im 
mediate successors upon those important sub- 
jects, lost much of their force and respect with 
the public. 

The first departure from them by the popular 
Chief of a new Administration lound excuse 
among his followers iu the fierce assault* made 
upou the private character by his opponents In 
the canvass which had terminated in his election; 
aud justification in the special circumstances of 
each case of removal. 

But in time, under various plausible pretexts, 
particularly that which assumed that the re 
trenchment of expenditures and reform of abuses 
promised by the President in bis first Inaugural 
Address, could not be carried out unless the pub 
lie offices and employments, ministerial as well 
as political and administrative, should be in the 
hands of his friends and supporters — the injunc- 
tions of Jefferson ceased to be respected and the 
wholesale proscription which followed the dis 
covery of this necessity led in the end to the in- 
troduction of a long train of abuses in the ex- 
ercise of the appointing power, in the distribu- 
tion of executive patronage, and to a practical 
operaliou of the government subversive of the 
spirit aud Intention of the Constitution. The 
freedom once conceded to the officeholders as 
well as all other citizens to approve or censure 
the acts aud measures of an administration as 
their judgment and conscience might dictate, 
can now be exercised only under the penally of 
forfeiture of office. A fealty due to the coun- 
try and goverament from all citizens in their 
case is now held to be transferred to a political 
chief or to a party. No political heresy, uo 
matter how mischievous and dangerous, even 
though it aims at the destruction of the Consti 
tution — no violation of solemn pledges or duties 
is held to be cause of exclusion from or appoint- 
ment to office, provided the essential point of 
honor is saved iu bearing true allegiance to 
patty. 

A jealousy with which the freedom of elec- 
tions and the purity of the elective fraehise was 
once guarded against the influence of the execu- 
tive power aud the interference of Federal offi- 
cers in elections, is no longer recognized by those 
who bare the control of affairs of any importance 
to the preservation of free institutions. 

Uuder the operation of a new maxim dispell 
sing executive patronage, that "to the victors 
belong the spoils," the maxima of Jefferson have 
been reversed and a new tenure of office pre- 
scribed not known by the Constitution. Office 
holders are expected and required to interfere 
actively in elections under penalty of dismissal, 
and thus the whole corps of civil officers and em- 
ployees and their dependents, a hundred thousaud 
or more in numbers, dispersed over the couutry, 
constitute a standing political police force — 
trained bands, disciplined to any service which 
may be required in upholding the party uow in 
power. 

At every collector's office ic the large cities — 
at every post office iu every city aud respectable 
village in the land, may be found a political 
club room from whence issues missives giving 
instructions to the faithful. 

The purity of the elective franchise in the 
present times is not exempt from the temptations 
and influences of pecuniary bribes, with execu- 
tive connivance. 

It is notorious that a per centage of the sal 
ariesof Federal office-holders has been frequent 
ly, if aot regularly assessed and collected, to 
raise a fund to be transmitted to whatever Slate 
or Congressional district it may be deemed ne- 
cessary to enable the party to carry an election. 
And, thus, portions of the public revenue de- 
rived from the people, tens of thousands iu 
amount, are turned into a corruption fund, to 
stifle the voice and defeat the will of ibe honest 
and independent voters. 

These evils and abuses, great and gross as 
they manifestly are, may be tolerated and liber- 
ty may survive, and the country may prosper for 
a season, while the great body of the people con- 
tinue uulainted by corruption; but how long that 
season may be will depend upon the operation 
of some of the indirect and more remote conse 
quences of the abuses above enumerated. The 
maxims observed and practiced upon in the <lis 
tribution of the spoils for the last quarter of a 
century have undoubtedly lowered the standard 
of public morals aud diffused a mercenary spirit 
over the country. 

Lured by the magnitude of the spoils, the r» 
wards of partisan services, thousands take lo 
politics as a profession, a trade, a livelihood. An 
army of political mercenaries and adventurers is 
thus recruited, who, by concerted action, is often 
able to control the most important elections, and, 
when successful, virtually acquire the direction 
aod control of public affairs. 

Most of the best and ablest men of our conn 
try under such circumstances retire in disgust 
f rom the fields of politics — the public offices are 
for the most part filled with Ignorant and incom 
petent partisans without other merit. The able 
and patriotic men occasionally find a place in 
the cabinet, aud others who occupy seats ic Con- 
gress cannot rule or give tone to affairs; they 
are generally overruled by the Zouaves of their 
own party. 'The President himself, if he hap- 
pen to be of a high order of ability, can give but 
little attention to great questions of State — to 



questions of forcigu or domestic policy. Such 
questious have become of inferior or subordinate 
concern, and lie is reduced to the position of 
Chief Justice of a Spoils Court, and bis time 
consumed in adjusting the conflicting claims of 
worthless partisans. To this and other causes 
before referred to may be ascribed the disordered 
condition of the Post-office Department— the 
derangement of the finances of the Government 
and the loss of hundreds of millions to the coun- 
try from the want of wise and stable revenue 
policy — nor ought it to be matter of surprise in 
such a state of things that extravagance and 
wastefulness in the public expenditures should 
exist to an alarming extent, and that frauds and 
corruptions abound in high places. 

»»»»»#»• 

But the correction of the various abuses in 
the administratiou of the government, important 
as it is to the honor and welfare of the country, 
sinks into comparative insignificance when we 
turn lo the overshadowing evil, the practical and 
paramount question of the day and of the times. 
It is not a question of abuses in the practice of 
the government, it is a question concerning the 
exitlence of the government ilaelf, which has 
been brought into imminent peril of dissolution 
by the same causes aud influences which have 
hastened the downfall of all preceding Republics. 
Iu an evil hour and at a lime of rare tranquility 
and exemption from party strife and excitement, 
the result of the compromise measures of 1850, 
the Missouri compromise line of 1820 was re- 
pealed. It would be useless to point out or 
suggest the motives aud desigus of the author of 
that unfortunate measure; be they what they 
may, the effect of the measure was to kindle a 
flame of resentmeut in all the free States aud to 
reuew with tenfold violence the sectional strife 
and discord upon the subject of slavery which 
had been so happily quieted in 1850. 

»*•»*»•* 

The sectional hale and alienation engendered 
in the protracted strife add greatly lo the diffi- 
culties in restoring the wonted harmony of the 
country; and to make the prospect of accom 
plishing that great aud desirable end still more 
gloomy, the power and influence of the spoils 
priuciDle operate with their usual effect in stimu- 
lating the antagonistic parties to pnt forth all 
their euergies iu maintaining the conflict. All 
these circumstances combined have created 
painful anxieties as to the future in the minds 
of thousands of patriotic citizens in both sec- 
tions.- It is worse than idle to say that the Un- 
ion is in no danger. It may be misehevious to 
lull the people into security, by proclaimiug that 
the Union cannot be dissolved — that the associ- 
ations of the past — the anticipation of the glori- 
ous destiny which awaits us as a nation will pre- 
vent it — that the ties of kindred blood of a com- 
mon lineage aud language will prevent it — that 
the enormity of the crime of disunion against 
mankind will prevent il, and that if uothing 
else should avail, the magnitude of the materi- 
al interest dependent upon the preservn.ion of 
the Uniou will prevent its dismemberment. The 
Union cannot be saved by such leaching. It 
should be remembered that the ties of blood and 
natural affection are often broken by repeated 
wrongs — that a family quarrel, of all others 
when entered upon, is the most bitter aud re- 
lentless — that a sentimeut often proves stronger 
as a motive to action than material interests. — 
No! The safety of the Uuion depends upon the 
united action and energies of all good men. 
North and South, and with the blessing of the 
God of our fathers upon their efforts, the Union 
cau and will be preserved. 

Re$olred, Theiefore, by the Delegates of the 
people of Tennessee, in Convention assembled, 
that we will unite with all good men every- 
where, and devote all our energies lo maintain 
aud perpetuate the Union under the Constitution 
as it is. 

Remlced, Thai the true test of devotion to the 
Uniou is the practice of ready obedience to the 
requirements of the Constitution. 

Resolved, That the continued agitation of the 
slavery question, while it promises no profitable 
result to any section, is fraught wiih Infinite 
mischiefs to the whole country — injurious to all 
material interests — retarding moral progress — 
impairing the national character abroad — pre- 
senting the aspect 01 weakness, from incurable 
dissensions at home and thereby inviting in 
suits and aggressions from foreign powers; 
imperilling the peace of the country, stabili 
ty of the Union, and (hat it Ought therefore lo 
cease. 

Retained, That we an- opposed lo direct taxa 
tion, and iu favor of a tariff adequate to the ex 
peuses of au econimical administration ot the 
General Goverument with specific duties where 
applicable, discriminating in favor of American 
labor. 

Retohed, That the Hon. John Bell, iu the opiu 
iou of this Convention, apssesses superior quali- 
fications for the office ofrresident — his long and 
distinguished public services — his broad and ex- 
pansive patriotism — bis unswerving devotion to 
the Uniou and the Constitution through all 
phases of his political fortune, eutille him lo our 
warmest confidence and support. 

We commend him to our lellow citizens every 
where, and the delegates appointed to the Na 
tional Uniou Convention are instructed to 
use all honorable means to procure bis nnmiua 
lion. 

The Address and liesolulions were adopted 
unanimously and with acclamation.
